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INTRODUCTION 


In 1981, the U.S. exported approximately 400,000 head of live 
animals with a corresponding value of $204 million. 


The United States has the largest pool of healthy genetic 
material in the world. Accordingly, U.S. livestock is in 
demand for breeding purposes as well as for consumption. The 
breakdown of our livestock exports is as follows: cattle, 
22 percent; horses, 17 percent; swine, 6 percent; and sheep 
and goats, 55 percent. While Canada and Mexico import about 
(5 percent -Ofeues +s nTVe:aiima ls 2 U.o 7 GX DOnCSmoOmUler tal 
East, Middle East, and South America continue to grow (see 
charts on major markets for livestock exports, pages 2 and 
3). This growing global demand for live animals is 
increasing the need for reliable, efficient, and economic 
transportation services. 


Since transportation costs are usually the largest marketing 
costs for producers of live animals, exporters need to obtain 
timely information concerning carrier services. Moreover, 
adequate transportation and related services are vital to the 
ability of the United States to meet the growing global 
demand for livestock. In this vein, the Office of 
Transportation and Veterinary Services of the Food Safety and 
Inspection Service have cooperated in the preparation of this 
directory. It should serve as a ready reference of the 
transportation services available to U.S. livestock exporters 
by air and ocean carriers. The information is based on data 
collected as of January 1, 1982. 


The listing of any firm in this publication does not 
constitute an official endorsement or approval by USDA of any 
service, nor does it assign any preference to the exclusion 
of any others not listed. This directory has focused on 
those firms primarily involved in the transport of 

livestock. 


There are several new items in this updated version of the 
directory. These items include the major markets for U.S. 
exports of live animals (pages 2 and 3) and the recommended 
floor area allowed for animals transported by air, sea, 
truck, or rail (pages 47 and 48). The latter information was 
compiled by the Office of Transportation's Research and 
Packaging Branch.

EXPORT ANIMAL INSPECTION FACILITIES 


In shipping animals to foreign countries, the primary considerations are 
their efficient and economical care, welfare, and safety. The export 
animal inspection facilities listed below are necessary for the _ 
assembling, handling, inspecting, and loading of livestock onto aircraft 
and ocean vessels for shipment to foreign destinations. 


In general, the faciltiies provide for trucking a1] species of livestock 
to the facility; weighing them upon receipt or before shipment; moving the 
livestock to holding pens; feeding, watering, and resting the animals; 
moving them through an inspection chute for individual inspection or 
testing; returning the animals back to holding pens; and finally, moving 
the livestock onto the aircraft or ship for transportation abroad.
